o f water as shallo w and as narro w, It 
wo uld seem, ns can In* built and still 
allo w o ne chance fo r life to remain.

Few 
o f tho se who fo llo w tills mild pastime 
live to make use o f an accident in quite 
the same way as did o ne Edward L. 
Pape. 
After receiving an injury to the 
fifth vertebra which raised n lump o n 
the back o f his neck, he to ured the big 
Cities with two co nf*» dcrates to serve 
as witnesses and mulcted street rail­ 
way co mpanies fo r larg e amo unts in 
damag es by falling o ff their ears and 
aimulatlng the actio ns o f n man who se 
•pine had Just been Injured. 
S(ep|>lejn<‘k nn« l Iro n W o rker. 
If their manag ers are to be believed, 
men and wo men that 
perfo rin 
these 
feats receive pro po rtio nately hig h sal­ 
aries. and are thus In a measure repaid. 
But the steeplejack and the structural 
iro nwo rker labo r in really useful fields 
fo r day wag es which, to the o rdinary 
pro sale mo rtal at least, seem no t at all 
co mmensurate with the risks they run. 
Only a y ear o r two ag o a no nchalant 
•teeplejaek (’limbed up and do wn the 
face o f tlie Flatiro n building In New 
Yo rk City with no o ther aid than that 
o f his hands and feet—fo r two do llars. 
No less heedless o f their lives nre 
the Iro nwo rkers, who , In the every -day 
co urse o f wo rk, run aro und o n narro w 
iro n g irders 100 feet and mo re al>o ve 
the level o f the street, thro wing red- 
ho t rivets fro m o ne to 
ano ther, and 
driving them ho me with g iant swing s 
o f sledg es that wo uld cause the o rdin­ 
ary man to lo se his balance even o n 
terra 
flrma. 
No t co ntent with these 
risks they o ften ride thro ug h midair 
o n the lo ng Iro n beams that the der­ 
rick raises fro m the g ro und and lo wers 
ag ain Into po sitio n ten, twenty , sto ries 
abo ve. 
Hig h In the air witho ut visible 
means o f suppo rt, they eng ag e In mimic 
fig hts fo r the benefit o f the o pen-mo uth-

Indeed, divers have been kno wn who 
had such a distaste fo r wo rk that after 
making a descent they wo uld pick o ut 
a so ft spo t In the river bed, o r wher­ 
ever they happened to be. and lit do wn 
fo i a nap. Akne under the water, they 
were safe fro nt the pry in# g aze o f any 
emplo y er, and co uld dispo se o f 
their 
time as they saw fit. until the inventio n 
o f an electric sy stem o f sig nals. 
If he wishes to sing o r jo ke o ver his 
wo rk, the diver must he his o wn audi­ 
ence; fo r fro m the mo ment the heavy 
helmet Is fastened to 
his 
sho ulders 
until it is taken o ff ag ain, his lo udest 
sho uting are Inaudible to his co mrades. 
If an accident o ccurs, he can o nly pull 
at his life line, and then w ait while his 
rescuers are at wo rk, unable to o ffer 
the slig htest sug g estio n. 


L i f e E bbed S l o w l y 
In 19 04 a diver lo st his 
Bo o n to n, N. .T., reservo ir, 
a sing le wo rd spo ken to his co mrades 
mig ht have l>een his salvatio n, the hel­ 
met effectually prevented Its utterance. 
He had been labo ring under seventy 
feet o f water tu..clo se the o pening o f 
a larg e intake pipe with a hug e ball 
o f wo o d and lead weig hing several to ns, 
when in so me 
manner Ills leg 
was 
caug ht between the ball and the (buig e 
o ? the pipe. 
The fo rce exerted o n the 
ball by the suctio n o f w ater was 
so 
g reat that the divers who came to the 
rescue were unable to o verco me it, and 
the unfo rtunate man co uld o nly 
lie 
there o n his back ho pelessly waiting , 
his life slo wly ebbing away . 
Fo r three 
day s lie lay Impriso ned, 
and during 
that time until he died ills o nly co m­ 
municatio n with the o utside wo rld was 
a handshake with the divers when they 
came do wn, o r when they flitted into 
the g reen haziness abo ve. 
The sense o f separatio n fro m human 
co mpanio nship that fo rces Itself upo n 
the diver In such a po sitio n Is also a 
part o f the experience o f the aero naut, 
and Is even mo re co mplete.

trust o nly to his lucky stars. What ever

have been remo ved, cut in small pieces. 
Bring to the bo iling po int, and add o ne 
tenspo o nful o f co rn starch diluted with 
two tablespo o nfuls o f co ld water.

simmer five minutes, and seaso n to 
taste with salt.” 


S u l p h u r Illench (o r F r u i t Stain*. 
Stained table linen fo llo ws the return

To uch a lig hted match to the 
alco ho l; wet the stained linen, and ho ld

o f the funnel. The sulphur fumes will 
remo ve the mo st o bstinate stain, seldo m 
requiring mo re than o ne applicatio n. 
Ilinse and wash the linen at o nce, to 
prevent ro tting the material.—Wo man’s 
Ho me Co mpanio n.

chairman o f the co mmissio n o n rivers 
and water supply o f the state o f Vic­ 
to ria, with headquarters In this city . 
It Is arg ued In the co mmo nwealth 
that in the United States irrig atio n has 
advanced bey o nd theo ry and beco me a 
pro spero us realizatio n, whereas in Aus­ 
tralia there is much to is» do ne in edu­ 
cating the farmer besides affo rding him 
a supply o f water. 
Experiments, lec­ 
tures and lesso ns in irrig atio n are hav­ 
ing g o o d results here; there are exam­ 
ples o f successful irrig atio n farming 
already 
in 
the 
co mmo nwealth, and 
since the terrible y ears o f 
dro ug ht 
which culminated In 19 02, Irrig atio n o n 
a larg e scale has been hailed as the 
ho pe and the aim o f Australia. 
But it 
Is likewise true that at many places in 
Victo ria and New So uth Wales, where 
Irrig atio n Is emplo y ed, much water is 
wasted and the so il Is impro perly used. 
It Is Mr. Swinburne’s Idea, therefo re, 
to g et the Americans to settle In differ­ 
ent parts o f Victo ria and actively en­ 
g ag e in farming , so that their Austral­ 
ian neig hbo rs may lie able to learn Irri­ 
g atio n fro m them. 
Mr. Mead has to ld 
Mr. Swinburne that there are hundreds 
o f 
farmers 
in 
the 
western 
United 
Statqp who wo uld readily settle In Vic­ 
to ria if they knew that the land 
in 
many parts o f this state was mo re pro ­ 
ductive than that o f a larg e number 
o f successful irrig atio n dlsstricts In the 
United States.

So much has been written on the dan­ 
ger of Impure drinking water, and so 
many epidemics of typhoid fever have 
been traced to this 
source, that it seems 
almost needless 
to 
utter a w a r ni ng 
against 
the use of 
“rawr” water when 
there Is the slight­ 
est 
suspicion 
that 
such w ater may not 
be absolutely pure. 
Yet so strong Is the 
force 
of 
conserv­ 
atism and so impatient are many w 
the seeming overcautloaisness of mod­ 
ern sanitary teaching th at the w arn­ 
ing, and the reasons for it, cannot be 
too often repeated. 
If such warning 
Is heeded by only one family, and a 
visitation of typhoid fever is thereby 
averted, it will have been well worth 
while. 
The w’ater supply of every large city, 
taken from a river, a lake, or a number 
of streams, unless there Is a system of 
sand filtration at the reservoir, Is never 
absolutely safe. 
A single case of ty­ 
phoid fever on the banks of the river, 
or of any of the small streams w’hlch 
contribute to the supply, may contain- I 
luate the water and give rise to other 
cases lower down on the stream ; and 
the aggregate of pollution In the water 
may soon render dangerous the 
city 
supply to wdilch It contributes. 
The course of the underground watei 
flow Is so erratic that the country dwell­ 
er can never he sure that his well, how­ 
ever securely situated It may seem to 
be, may not become fouled with seep­ 
ing* from bis own or his 
neighbor’s 
cesspool. 
Typhoid fever, not to mention other 
diseases which may be spread by means 
of the water supply, Is, It should tie re- 
memliered, a country disease. 
It seems 
to lie a eity disease, but this is only be­ 
cause there are more people in a city, 
and so the number of cases Is larger, 
and the number attracts attention. 
In 
almost every case, the exceptions being 
so rare that they need not be consid­ 
ered, the Infection Is brought from the 
country, either In the water supply or 
In the belles of those who got It while 
staying In the country by quenching 
their thirst from “the old oaken bucket” 
of sentimental fame. 
There are, it Is true, other means by 
which the infection is sp read—files, for 
“'« « Tpie, which may earry the germs 
from the sick-room to the kitchen or 
dining-room. This is probably the most 
effective means for the spread of ty­ 
phoid In military camps. Salads or veg­ 
etables, eaten raw’, may be contamin­ 
ated either from w'ater or from manure 
used as fertilizer; and the germs may 
sometimes be found in oysters fattened 
at the mouths of rivers or bays into 
which sewers discharge. 
Nevertheless, 
the most common mode of the spread of 
typhoid and dyseutery is through the 
medium of water; and the wise man 
will avokl the danger by boiling every 
drop of water used for drinking and for 
cxH>klng purpose*.—Youth’s Companion

A COMET’S TAIL. 


NAVAL TRAINING VALUABLE.

One of the most striking differences 
in ship life today 
contrasted 
with 
that of thirty years ago, arises from 
the changed character and standards 
of our enlisted men, says n writer in 
the Army and Navy Life, Then, a great 
ma ny of the enlisted men were for­ 
eigners. 
In my first ship were many 
Scandinavians who could not speak 
English and a 
g rea t many of the Amer­ 
icans present were upward of 40 years 
old. 
To-day all are Americans and 
a large majority of the ship’s company 
Is under 25 years old. 
In the old days 
a seaman on liberty w’ould 
frequently 
return to ship, overtime, drunk and 
dirty. 
Many officers did not regard 
this with di*favor, for such a man 
would t* deprived of shora liberty for

Hundreds of cubic miles 
of that w’onderful appendage are out­ 
weighed by a jarful of air. 
By menDS of the spectroscope 
we 
have magically transp orted this fairy 
plume to our lnlmratories and 
have 
discovered that It Is akin to the blue 
flame of our gas stoves; for the gas 
by which we cook and 
the 
delicate 
tresses of a comet both consist of com­ 
binations of hydrogen and carbon, ap ­ 
propriately called by chemists “hydro­ 
carbons.” 
, 
When It first ap p ears In the heavens, 
far removed from the sun, a comet if 
a tailless blotch of light. 
As a comet swims on tow’nrd the sun 
the hydrocarbons of the tall split up 
under the increasing heat Into hydrogen 
gas and hydrocarbons of a higher boil­ 
ing point. 
With a still closer approach 
to the sun, these more resistant hydro­ 
carbons eventually yield to the Increas­ 
ing heat and are decomposed in the 
form of soot. 
Interp lanetary space Is airless; hence 
the soot cannot burn. 
It must pursue 
the comet In the form of a (lust train. 
The particles constituting that train are 
small enough to be toyed with by the 
p ressure of sunlight. 
No matter where tlie comet may be In 
its orbit, whether It has just entered 
the solar system or is speeding away, 
th at plume is inevitably tossed away 
from the sun, Just as If a mighty wind 
were blowing it from the central lu­ 
minary.

"These forest fires are ancre often 
started by some one throwing down 
a m atch carelessly or spilling out 
the live ashes from his pipe,” said 
D. W hittaker. 
"W hen 
we 
were 
building the extension from Champ­ 
ion to L’Anse years ago some of the 
boys thought they would go down to 
Champion for a time. 
Coming back 
one of them lit his pipe and threw 
the m atch into the dry grass. 
“Before that fire burned itself out 
it had traversed a strip of territory 
.sixty miles long and five miles wide. 
We lost hundreds of thousands of 
ties by the fire, to say nothing of 
the Umber that was burned over all 
because a man was not careful where 
he threw a lighted 
match. 
When 
such fires once get started they burn 
themselves out; you can’t stop them. 
"And they play some queer freaks. 
I have seen great ping 
ing out alone in a little clearing 
IOO 
yards or more from anything, 
and suddenly the fire would

would be left of the tree but the 
trunk and scarred and burned limbs, 
j I rem em ber one case of the kind 
I where a handsome big pine stood 
out alone. 
Suddenly the flames seem­ 
ed to gather themselves into a big 
ball and burst over the top of the 
tree like a shell, enveloping it in fire. 
It burned as though it had been kiln- 
dried. 
"Somehow the fire seems to take 
all the sap out of the tree. 
That 
tree was completely destroyed in a 
short time, the fire sweeping on and 
leaving it a grotesque and blackened 
trunk where before was a beautiful 
picture. 
"In the old days the Indians were 
very careful of 
fire. 
When 
they 
broke camp in the morning after go­ 
ing a short distance one of the band 
would go back to see that there was 
no spark unextinguished.
